News From Arkansas 

In reply to the so-called retrac- 
tion demanded by the Masseurs 
and Masseuses of the bath house 
row in Hot Springs, in which this 
consideration is not due them as 
you will note from the enclosed 
copy, which I deem necessary to 
print in the National Masseur of 
the A.A.M.M. 

In the first place, they are call- 


ing their Association a national 


Association, when it only compris- 
es their own group in Hot Springs, 
Ark:, which is not in accordance 
with National Associations, Sec- 


‘ondly, if they were within their 


claim that they were under Gov- 
ernment Supervision, I doubt if 
they could have an association. 

I am saving the copy of the Pro- 
cedure, so will send this letter as 
a replica of the original, which 
you are free to print. 

Cooperation of all those engaged 
as Masseurs and Masseuses with- 
in the State of Arkansas, in my 
opinion are bound under the terms 
and provisions of the Registration 
Act approved March 27th, 1951. 
However, there may be a differ- 
ence of opinion. 

An Act was passed in order to 
protect the Health, Safety and 
welfare of the people of Arkansas 
and in order to promote the eco- 
nomic and well being of tnose en- 
gaged in the practice. Needless to 
say that if all those that would 
benefit..from.,the..act..would..coop- 
erate in furthering the ideals set 
forth it would rebound to their 
benefit. It has been the interesis 
of the board heretofore appointed 
to do everytning within its power 
to secure reg stration of all Mas- 
seurs and Masseuses within the 


State and it was the understand- 


ing at a conference at Hot 
Springs, that those opposing some 
of the provisions in the act were 
of the belief that a Massage regis- 
tration Act was necessary. How- 
ever, they de:med it necessary 
that an amendment or two should 
be made to the said act. 


It was also suggested that a 
friendly action should be filed in 
the Garland Chancery Court, and 
these employed in the Bath Hous- 
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es would institute same, in order 
that the matter could be adjudi- 
cated, and after some period of 
time we were advised that the At- 
torneys representing the bath 
house Masseurs would not have 
sufficient time in which to prepare 
the petition, we did file such peti- 
tion aileging that those employed 
as Masseurs and Masseuses in the 
Bath Houses were employed by in- 
dividual corporations or compa- 
nies and therefore did come under 
the provisions. The opponents filed 
a demurrer, whicn admits the al- 
legations of the petition, 

It was admitted by all parties 
that the city of Hot Springs, 
levied a fee upon the operators of 
the Bath Houses of $8.00 per tub, 
also that the State of Arkansas 
in ceding the land to the Govern- 
ment reserved the right of serv- 
ices of summons by State Autnor- 
ities. upon individuals, upon or re- 
siding upon said lands, either by 
civil or criminal process of sum- 
mons; also the Eath Houses were 
subject to payment of excise and 
income Tax; also the Courts have 
held that a hotel conducted by 
Less2es of the United States Gov- 
ernment are subject to State Sta- 
tute regulating liability of Hotels 
and innkeepers to their Guests. 

The contention of the opponents 
of the act in their Appearance be- 
fore the Court, the sole point up- 
en which they argued was that 
the Board of Massage Examiners 
had-i10-right-under-the act to filé 
any action, and that it would have 
to fol'ow the provisions of the act, 
and those provisions were such 
that a Criminal action only, could 
be pursued, even though, the Par- 
ties at prior to this time had stat- 
ed to their attorney that they 
were in favor of the act, with 
some amendments made that they 
wished to have a friendly action 
filed in Chancery Court. They evi- 
dently reversed their thoughts in 
the matter. 

With reference to the Municipal 
Court action wherein it was stated 
that the Municipal Court held the 
act unconstitutional certainly . 


must be misunderstanding, that.it ae : 
was our understanding by the lan- -=+ | 


guage used by thes TE that, he 


be 
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held that being employed as Mas- 
seurs and Masseuses, even though 
employed by individual Corpora- 
tions or Companies that the act 
did not include those people, and 
therefore discharged them. A Mu- 
nicipal Court, I doubt, would have 
any authority to pass upon the 
Constitutionality of a State S:a- 
tute. 

We are of the firm belief that 
by the formation of an Associ- 
ation by the opponents of the act 
that they realize the necessity of 
a Massage registration act, and 
—we do ho ie Nea. - 
ture they will se2 the benefits 
and privileges Which are accorded 
them under the Massage Regis- 
tration act now in force in the 
State of Arkansas.

MASSAGE AND 
ITS EFFECT 


This wonderful article was sent 
to the editor with a marvelous 
personal letter stating how he 
waited for and eagerly read our 
little paper “The Masseur,” by our 
good member P. R. Canaday from 
Kent, Washington, 

I do not know how long he has 
been a member but he states he 
is 69 years old and his wife who is 
68 helps him every day. He states 
they are so busy they often have 
to turn patients away. 

How about this elderly couple— 
shouldn’t their record be a living 
inspiration to our young members 
that are embarking on their ca- 
reers?

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The first effect of massage is 
purely mechanical; it consists in 
the removal of fat that has 
worked from the pores and the 
cast off cells of the epidermis. 
Most efficient after a good sweat. 
The skin is cleaned by the re- 
moval of the dead cells of the epi- 
dermis, becomes softer, and more 


elastic, The secretions of the se- 
baceous and sudoriferious glands 
are increased, the absorption of 
oxygen and rejection of carbonic 
acid are promoted, the physiologi- 
cal properties of the skin are in- 
tensified.
